To be helpful, the light should be 
illuminating, not blinding, dazzling 
or diverting.” 


Court never has approved “the 
right of a trial judge in a jury case 
to express an opinion upon the ulti- 
mate issue to be decided, by the 
| jury, except in the particular situa- 
tion wherein the facts are not in 
dispute; and, in. my opinion, the 
right should be thus limited.” 

Judge Major explained that there 
is no question of the right of the 
trial judge to summarize the evi- 
dence on both sides.

and law in the case, 

Effect of Judge’s Comment. 

To my mind such procedure is 
productive of the following situa- 
tion: Government's counsel’ says 
to the jury: evidence present- 
ed proves the defendant's gulit.’

Two Jewish refugees from Ger- 

many, Dr: Paul K. Hagen, intern at 
Missouri Baptist Hospital, and Miss 
Gerda Pick, laboratory technician, 
will be married here Dec. 31. Their 
romance in 1938 in the Jew- 
ish Hospital in Hamburg, but the 
persecution of the Nazis separated 
them for a year and they were not 
reunited until Jast month. 
Dr. Hagen, a native of Westpha- 
lia, began his medical education in 
1930, and was thus exempt from a 
Nazi law of 1933 prohibiting Jews 
who had begun training after 1930 
from continuing their education. It 
was while he was an intern in 
Hamburg that he and Miss Pick 
became 


engaged. 

Finishing, his internship in June, 
1936, he received a certificate stat- 
ing he had all requirements for a 
medical license except Aryan 
blood. Late in 1937 he came to the 
United States, going to Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich., where he learned of a 
vacancy in a hospital here. The cir- 
cumstances of his departure from 
Germany and his trip to the United 
States. were not unusual, Dr, Ha- 
gen said to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er, and he was unwilling to discuss 
them in detail.

Attorney Says SEC Has Heard 
$280,000 of Unregistered 
Issue was Offered.

By the Associated Press. 

HONOLULU, Dec. 21.—The Se- 
curities and Exchange grr nese 
pressed an investigation today of 
reports unregistered Japanese 
emergency bonds totaling 1,000,000 
yen (about $280,000) were being of- 
fered for sale in this area of heavy 
Japanese population. 

Roger Kent, SEC attorney of San 
Francisco, disclosed the investiga- 
tion after two days’ intensive work 
during which witnesses were sub- 
penaed and questioned. 

“The SEC -received information 
to the effect 1,000,000 yen of unreg- 


istered Japanese emergency bonds 


were being publicly offered in the 
territory,” Kent said in disclosing 
his mission here. “When the com- 


mission receives information of this 


‘nature it conducts an investigation 
to determine whether the law is 
being, or has been, violated. -I am 
here to make that investigation.” 
Kent explained-that by unregis- 
tered bonds was meant bonds not 
registered with the SEC in Wash- 
ington, and therefore illegal for 
public offering in United States. 
He said he had no statement to 
make at present on whether the 
law had been violated. 

Federal officials said offering of 

red bonds could be pre- 

vented by injunction_ proceedings 
instituted in Federal courts. They 
said criminal charges, if filed, 
would be handled through the Unit- 
ed States prosecutor's office,

and 37,852 are aliens. About 25,500, 
although born in American Hawaii, 
remain technically subjects of the 
Mikado as well as citizens of the 
United States because their births 
were recorded at the Japanese Con- 
sulate.

Kung, Yale and Oberlin educat- 
ed brother-in-law of Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, said the Ameri- 
can credit would be used first to 
purchase American oil, motor ve- 
hicles, farm machinery, farm prod- 
ucts and also “factory products 
usually purchased from the United 
States.”

HILE everyone is thinking of safety 
first and so much is being done to
